I shall bo glad te have the dpinious ond 
votes of sharcholders present on the matter, but 
before doing so, it wonld be as well to plaice 
before you as coneisely “ns possible Aho reasons 
which influanced your Board in coming to their 
decision. As you are doubtless aware, the fire in- 
suranee companies hare ‘lately raised their rates 
all round 25 per cent.: With the new rates in 
force, some of your Chinese property will give, 
you s vet retorn of lesa than 6 per cent. per, 
annum, and you mny the moro readily under- 
stand the position whet I toll you, that in 
some cases the unnual premiums now charged 
are equivalent to iwo months’ grosa rental. 
J€ insnrance companies refused to take risks 
on Chinese stocke-in-trade, there is no reason 
why the rates on Chinese property should 
not be as.low or lower than on European 
properties, but. I suppose that contingency 
is o remote one, What we hare to face 
is the fact that existing promiums on ‘Chi. 
tle Colony constitate 
so great a burden as to render most of it 
unremunerative at present rentals. The ques, 
tion arises, therefore, whether this fire insurance 
incabus is nol aut of all proportion to the 
risks run. Comparatively speaking the ‘risks 
are small, Our Chinese properties are so 
scattered that no single fire is likely to inflict a 
greater loss on us than 849,009, and to effect this 
a whole biock would have to be burnt to the 
ground, a state of affairs which happily seldom 
occurs, Your directors aro-in favour of taking 
all the fire risk on your Chinese property and 
hulf that on your European properties, os the 
rates on the; latter are very much lower, and o 
much’ great ~anriuat daniage could be 
jnflicted on the Company by & single fire than 
would be possible iv the case of your Chinese pro-
